Wyoming Bank'o Method of Identifica- 
tion of Customere. 

When Mark Twain wrote "Pudd'n- 
head Wilson" it is doubtful If he real- 
iaed Into what general vogue this 
novel form of Identlfleatlon would 
come, and that Its eommerdal value 
and utility would be Inealenlable. For 
a number of years thumb prlnta have 
been adopted as a means of Identify- 
ing criminals, but It remained for the 
First National bank of Cheyenne, 
Wyo., to adopt this method for the 
Identification of customers. The bank 
has a large number of Japs, Oreeka 
and other foreigners as patrons, these 
being employed in the railroad serv- 
lee. But few ot these can writ* tha 
EJnglish langnace, and some of them 
not even their own. As a result, eaeh 
depositor Is required to make an Im- 
pression of his thumb, which is filed 
away for record, taking the plaoe Of 
the customary elgnature. 



The Qlase lye Crop. 
!rhe glaas eye crop comes from 
Thurlngta. As Newfoundlanders are 

flehermen, or as Cubans are tobacco 
growers, so the typical Tluirlnglan la 
a maker of glaas eyes. AlnioHt every 
Thurlngia.
